But the b est way to make corn rais­ 
ing pay is to follow the b ib le hint and 
d > a» the Israelites were instructed to 
do: Give y our land a rest every 
sev­ 
enth y ear. 
Sow y our farm 
to clover, 
leave a man to look after the stock and 
take y our family to town and live a 
y ear on (y our city cousins, and 
help 
them consume the products of the soil. 
Let every farmer in the country unite 
in a resolve to not plant an acre of corn 
this y ear, and in less than 
three 
months corn would b ring 20 cents a 
b ushel. 
The speaker then took a glance at 
the horse b usiness: claiming tha t the 
farmer had no control over the price of 
horses b ecause the horse does not. al­ 
though raised on the farm, b elong to 
tke kingdom of agriculture, b ut to the 
mechanical world. 
He is « imply a lit­ 
tle engine and is worth nothing only as 
a motive power. 
His value is de­ 
creased b y the introduction of cheaper 
power. 
T he inventive genius of the 
mechanical world has knocked 
the 
hor^e out and with him lessened the 
demand for corn and oats and hay .

The farmer must do so
